Witlrout federal nranagement, wlreir astaiiralrle harvest of Clriirook aird clrunr salmon ai'e
available iir tire future, federally qualified usei'S will not Ire eirsured tire priority aird oppoituirity
foi' custoirrai'y aird traditional uses of tire Yukon Clriirook salmoir tlrat is I'equil'ed by tire Title
YIII of ANILCA. Oul' custoirrai-y aird traditioir subsisteirce uses will be coirrpronrised by otlrer
regulatory regiirres tlrat do irot prioritize subsisteirce uses.
